Maya Angelou speaks 


‘Nothing human can be alien to me’

Maya Angelou, 
talented writer, poet and 
dancer, returned to CSUS 
Friday. Her former students 
and friends shouted welcomes 
and cheers as she walked into 
the gym for her convocation 
address. 

Angelou was a guest profes- 
sor here last fal!. Shortly 
before the end of the semester, 
she became ill and was forced 
to leave indefinitely. Her 
appearance Friday was the 
highlight of a three-day third 
world writers conference. 

Her speech was entitled 
“The Cujt of Ignorance,’’ but 
the theme of this talk, and 
indeed her life, was ‘‘the sur- 
vival of the human spirit.”’ 

Gene Redmond, instructor 
and  poet-in-residence, _in- 
troduced Angelou. He listed 
some of her many 
achievements, and praised 
her autobiographical novels I 
Know Why The Caged Bird 
Sings and Gather Together In 
My Name, and her book of 
poetry Give Me A Cool Drink 
Of Waier ‘Fore I Die, which 
won a Pulitzer Prize 
nomination. 

Angelou began her address 
with her definition of a poet. 
She told the audience ‘‘there 
are many poets who never 
write poetry, but they live in a 
poetic existence...you take 
responsibility for the time 
you're taking up and the space 
you're occupying.” 

In an earlier interview, : 
Angelou admitted she has no 
special knowledge, © just 
careful insights. ‘‘I have no 
secret knowledge. I’ve just 
been observant over the 


a multi- 


years. I'm really a_ slow 
thinker; I have many answers 
because I've drawn con- 
clusions to lots of things long 


ago.”’ 

She shared many of those 
conclusions with an eager 
audience. In her classes last 
fall, Angelou frequently 
quoted the words of an ancient 
Roman poet to illustrate an 
important theme in her life, a 
theme she shared Friday. ‘‘I 
am a human being; nothing 
human can be alien to me.”’ 

Angelou talked about the 
beauty of the Black woman. 
“She does not know her 
beauty. Not only she, a 
number of people do not know 
her heauty.”’ 

She spoke of the love a 
Black woman feels, and the 
contradictions involved when 
White writers write about 
Black love. Angelou cut to the 
problems of White writers 
interpreting Black emotions. 
‘White people make love, but 
Black people have sex.’’ She 
read several poems that car- 
ried the love theme, including 
a sensual poem by Nikki 
Giovanni entitled ‘‘Seduc- 
tion.”’ 

Angelou slipped easily into 
her next topic—the strength of

It means you must not only 
survive, you must thrive, you 
not only thrive, but you thrive 


with compassion, some 
humor, and some style.”’ 
Maya Angelou acted, 


danced, sung, and read poetry 
to illustrate her speech. The 
continuing theme was the 
struggle for human liberation, 
and recognition of our shared 
humanness. Her words and 
life serve to educate but she 
admits, '’the greatest quality 
of education is that quality 
which enables us to educate 
each other.”’

king to my platform, and if 
athletics happens to be in my 
platform, it’s .not the only 
organization in there. For 
instance, the Child Care 
Center. I believe that should 
be taken over by Phase III.”’ 

John feels the student 
should have more power on 
this campus. ‘‘I believe we 
should have a_ student-run 
bookstore, student-run food 
service, and some real ac- 
tivities. This is what I'm fight- 
ing for and I'd rather die stan- 
ding than live on bended 
knees.”’ 

John said he wrote his own 
campaign and by ‘‘a more 
cohesive union,’ he meant 
“students getting together’ 
and gearing this campus 
toward the needs of the 
students. 

His words were flowing fast 
and dramatically. He said his 
ideas were not far-fetched 
‘This is gonna be a dynamite 
school and you gotta believe 
a. 

“It’s been alleged by some 
individuals that stickers with 
your name on it were handed 
out to potential voters inside 
the designated boundaries. Is 
this true?” 

John, thrown off, sighs. 
“No...that’s a bunch of gar- 
bage. Let me tell you the whole 
story. A group of people came 


to me a while ago and asked 
me to run for student 
government, but I refused. 
I'm not a politician. 

‘But then I started looking 
things over. There were too 
many unanswered questions, 
especially concerning the 
budgets. Too much money was 
going to the administration for 
the administration's use 
instead of for the students’ 
use...and I decided I would run 
in hopes of solving some of 
this. 

“I didn’t run to make 
friends with everybody. I 
knew I would have to choose 
sides. Between the faculty and 
the administration, I chose the 
students...God is my witness. 
Anyway, I asked Cliff 
(Adams) if the walls of the 
cafeteria served as boun- 
daries and he said yes. I 
wasn't violating any boun- 
daries,”’ 

When asked how involved 
David Shell, part-time 
faculty, was in his cam- 
paigning, Giannoni answered 
in an antogonzied tone. ‘Weill, 
Dave really didn’t do anything 
for us. I mean I didn’t even 
know him until recently. 


‘He offered us the use of the 
advising center and 
sometimes suggested a few 
things to me. I guess he knew I 
was Naive to running a cam- 


paign, so he suggested a few 
groups I should talk to. That's 
all...no big deal."’ 

On whether or not David 
would be an influence on is- 
sues and decisions, Giannoni, 
speaking in his serious tone, 
said, ‘‘No. No influence what- 
soever. I want it made clear 
that I am my own man. I will 
not break away from my plat- 
form. I guarantee the students 
that. I’m notin this for my own 
personal wants and gains."’ 

“John, what do you mean 
be ‘cutting away the dead 
wood?’ Aren't you referring 
to the teachers at the top of the 
ladder?’’ 

“No, I'm not talking about 
the teachers at the top, I’m 
talking about the ones who 
aren't any good, the ones who 
are too concerned with writing 
their doctorate or a book to 
give their students the time 
they deserve. 

“A teacher's obligations 
are to his students, and if he’s 
writing a book, he should do it 
on his own time. ”’ 


John concluded his 
statement with, ‘‘This cam- 
paign is over. I want it 
understood that all prejudices 
and biases anyone has 
had—throw them out the win- 
dow. The only people I have 
any obligation to are the 
students.”

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Contemporary jazz giants 


Coryell & Corea hold 


UCD audience close at hand

Two of the giants of jazz put 
on an excellent show last 
Thursday night at Freeborn 
Hall in Davis. Guitarist Larry 
Coryell and keyboardist Chick 
Corea were backed up by 
splendid bands, and found am- 
ple room for improvisation. 

Coryell arrived over an 
hour late. His band, the 
Eleventh House took off on a 
long solo on Spaces, a cut off 
an album he recorded several 
years ago with Corea. The 
clear, resonant sound of his 
guitar wrapped fluidly around 
the rhythm section. He was a 
beautiful sight, standing 
motionless except for the look 
of quiet pain on his face as he 
played. Whenever he com- 
pleted an unusually fast or dif- 
ficult riff, his eyes would close 
and his head would sway from 
side to side. 


He played some material 
from his latest album, which 
sounds more funk oriented 
than anything he has done 
before. One piece especially 
sounded like pure soul. 


But most of what Coryell 
did was in the realm of his uni- 
que style of modern jazz. On 
pieces such as Waves and In- 
finite Life he revealed his deep 

- andrich training in all aspects 
of jazz. One could hear 
traditional sounds, learned

from Wes Montgomery and 
the like; and the eclectic 
Styles of the new jazz. 


Chick Corea came on next 
with his band, Return To 
Forever. Most of their portion 
of the show came from their 
latest album, which brought 
together the current members 
‘f the band for the first time. 


Corea was particularly 
effective on the synthesizer, 
on which he did most of his 
soloing. He would seldom 
change the tone during a 
piece, but the sound would 
never be the same for two 
different songs. During 
breaks, he adjusted the knobs 
on his Moog so that an entirely 
new sound would be heard. 
Playing only occasionally, 
Corea would add a few notes 
here and there, while the 
rkythm section carried the 
main sound. Each note was 
superbly chosen and placed 
The best parts were when he 
would play back and forth with 
his guitarist, Al DiMeola 


Return To Forever must 
certainly rank as one of the 
most talented groups in the 
music world. Bass player 
Stanley Clarke may be the 
finest in the world: his speed 
and accuracy is unmatched 
DiMeola on guitar adds 
rhythm and a second lead 
instrument. Tony Williams 
has the precision necessary 
for a jazz drummer. 


I was disappointed that 
Coryell and Corea didn’t get 
together for some jamming at 
the end of the concert. 
Perhaps Coryeil's late arrival 
ruled this out. The two 
collaborated several years 
ago when Corea was con- 
sidered the best session 
keyboard player in the world. 
The album was called Spaces. 
and featured Coryell, Corea, 
John McLaughlin, Billy 
Cobham, and assist Miroslav

Corea and Coryell are two 
of the chief exponents of a 
style of rock-jazz which is 
becoming increasingly 
popular with young people 
teday. It combines the 
precision and syncopation of 
jazz with the rhythm and con- 
trolled distortion of rock 

Coryell, in fact, 
Gary Burton Quartet in order 
to break into a more free style. 
Corea’s method is very 
similar to that of Herbie Han- 
cock, one of the founders of 
contemporary jazz. 

Jazz musicians have 
always said that rock can 
learn a lot from jazz, and not 
necessarily vice versa. Last 
Thursday, Chick Corea and 
Larry Coryell borrowed the 
best of both and held the 
audience in their hand.

“Writing and acting can be 
an act of revenge,” said Frank 
Chin, whose award-winning 
play, Chickencoop Chinaman 
appeared on TV last week. 


Chin was one of the Asian 
panel members in the Third 
World Writers and Thinkers 
Symposium last weekend at 
CSUS. 


Chin told of the bold, active 
ideals of Chinese people 
changing to meekness and 
docility under the West’s mis- 
sionaries and opium. The 
Chinese transported to build 
the transcontinental railroad 
were kept away from the 
Golden Spike ceremony by 
guns. Whites suspected they 
would rob America’s wealth 
and go back to China, Chin 
said. 


Many Chinese did go back, 
or were deported or persuaded 
to go. Chinese women were 
made prostitutes for whites 
only. These factors, plus drugs 


left the,

and unhealthy conditions—all 
halved the Chinese American 
population by 1924. 


There was resistence. A 
Asian woman wrote a story 
about a prostitute who 
resisted being deported by 


Christians: she was 
independent and making 
money here. Orientals 


defended mining claims from 
whites. Chin wrote a novel, 
also award-winning, of ameek 
stereotype called Charlie 
Chan. 


Frank Chin concluded the 
historical overview, and cap- 
tivated everyone, by 
dramatizing all the voices 
from a scene of his play. It was 
a Satire, arising from Chin’s 
childhood belief that the Lone 
Ranger had slanted eyes. 


Al Robles quietly joked that 
he may sound like the meek 
stereotype Chin struggled 
against. He portrayed his am- 
bivalent feelings toward his 
third generation mother, who 
lived by scrubbing floors. He 
vividly described a gardener 
he knew. He spoke of love 
amidst violence: 


“*And my guts fall down to my knees, 
Assault rifles splay the streets. 


TV award winner, Chin airs 
views during CSUS Symposium 


Vince Reyes paid tribute to 
his experiences as a nightwat- 
chman in the International 
Hotel, Kearny Street, San 
Francisco: 


“Two Filipinos cast suspicious eyes, 

| let them know |'m one of them 

And this time they smile 

A countless bag strapped against my 
shoulders 

Thousands of sad spoons upon empty 
mouths.” 


Luis Syquia also wrote 
about the International Hotel, 
now site of a labor 
demonstration. He also wrote 
of fighting to no avail: 


“Young kids grow up quick in Central 
City, 

Avoiding the nod and quick thrust... 
He beats up white dudes with his Third 
World Gang, 

But what of the Fear? Will | overcome it?

Vets insurance offered 


An estimated 2.7 million 
Vietnam-era veterans 
separated from April 2, 1970, 
through July 31, 1974, are 
eligible for new low-cost 
Veterans Group Life In- 
surance (VGLI), but they 
must apply before Aug. 1, 1975. 
The new program is designod 
as interim protection during 
readjustment to civilian life, 
according .« the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

Servicemen discharged 
since Aug. 1 receive ap- 
plication forms 
automatically, but those dis- 
charged before the insurance 
became available must apply, 
VA said. 

Nonrenewabie, five-year 
term coverage is available in 
$5,000 increments up to 
$20,000. Monthly premium for 
the maximum coverage is 
$3.40 for veterans aged 34 and 
under and $6.80 for those 35 
and over.

available from VA offices and 
veterans service 
organizations. Completed
